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WEDDING WHISPERS. 


ARRANGING FOR THE PRESIDENTS 
MARRIAGE. 
————— ee hd 
The White Houce Being Set in Order—The Ques- 
tion of Bridal Presente—Who Will be Pres- 
ent at the Ceremony—Colonel Lamont 
and lnterviewers-Other Notes. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—[Special. }|— 
The friends of the president are 
wondering what to do avout 


wedéing presents. He has refused to accept 
anything in theshape of a gift since he was 
elected, except from his most intimate friends, 
Many things that have been sent him have 
been returned tothe donors, with letters of 
thanks and regrets that they could not be ac- 
cepted, while other presents in the form of 
curiosities have been sent over to the National 
museum. But asthe president will probably 
not be married again during his term of office, 
it is thought he will not count this time and 
will permit the bride to receive the usual 
courtesies. The members of the cabinet will 
present Mrs. Cleveland a solid silver dinner 
service and Mrs. Whitney has been delegated 
to’make tbe selection.. She went to New York 
on Saturday morning to arrange the family 


residence there, and this was another of her. 
errands. Itis understood, also, that in addi-° 


tion to this general gift, the families of the 
esbinet officers will make other presents to 
the bride, and thatmany of the president’s 
intémate friends here will follow their exam- 
ple. A democratic member of congress, worth 
several millions of money and an intimacy at 
the white house to make him happy, has sent 
to a friend in Philadelphia to secure him some- 
thing handsemé and appropriate, and on Sat- 
urday there were an unusaal number of cus- 
tomers in the jewelry stores of this city. 

The brief time before the wedding gives 
very little opportunity to the president’s 
friends to do the proper thing, and in politigal 
circles there has been considerable doubt as to 
whether presents would be accepted. That 
doubt will deprive Mre. Cleveland of a great 
many handsome gifts thatshe would otherwise 
receive, although itis believed that she will 
be well provided for. 

It is intimated that there will bea short 
wedding journey afterall. It will be out of 
the beaten track,it is said, but the exact 
route will not be announced in advance of 
the wedding. 

WHEN THE BRIDE WILL ARRIVE. 

It is said atthe white house this evening 

that Miss Folsom is expected to arrive with 


' ‘her mother and cousin some time Wednesday, 


and that the party will go to the wirite house 
immediately upon arrival in this city. 
WHO WILL BE PRESENT. 

The arrangements heretofore outlined for 
securing privacy at the wedding will be 
strictly adhered +o. In addition to the presi- 
cent and his bride and members of the cabinet 
and their wives, the only persons who 
will be present at the ceremony are Mrs. Hoyt 
and Miss Cleveland, Mrs. Folsom, Mr. Benja- 
min Folsom and possibly two or three other 
relatives cof the bride; Mr. Wilson S. Bissell, 
the president’s former law partner: Miss Nel- 
son, of Albany, an old friend of the Cleveland 
family; Dr.and Mrs. Byron Sunderland, and 

‘Colonel and Mrs. Lamont--about twenty-five 
persons in all. 

It has been definitely determined that no 
newspaper reporters can be admitted on this 
occasion, bnt it is nevertheless authoritatively 
promised that an accurate description of the 
wedding will be furnished from the white 
house. 

THE BRIDAL CHAMPER, 

The quarters in the white house that the 
president and his bride will occupy, are those 
that have always been occupied by President 
Cleveland and the same that was occupied by 
President Arthur. The rooms are on the 
north front of the house opposite the Garfield 
room. The main room is a large one, a grays 
ish blue being the prevailing tint of the fur- 
nishings. The paper has a grayish blue 
background with large silvered figures. The 
furniture is dark rosewood upholstered in 
blue. The bedstead has a low square head- 
boerd, and is enclosed by handsome blue 
drapery, pendent from a ring in the ceiling. 
The room was furnished by President Arthur 

when hebad the whole white house over- 
hauled, and his excellent taste dictated the 
changes that were made. No changes or ad- 
ditionsofany kind have been made since 
then. All that was deemed necessary was a 
good overhsuling and cleaning. On one side 
of the main bed room is a smailer room, simi- 
arly furnished, which can be used either as 
in office or dressing room. On theother side 
is a very large bath room, with elegant fittings. 
The bive reem, in whieh-the weddixg is to 
take place, was elegantly fitted up under 
President Arthur’s directions, and so thor- 
ough!y was the work done that it has notbean 
thought necessary to make a single alteration. 
‘In the metamorphosis that it underwent at 
that time it almost entirely lost its decided 
coloring of blue. Its prevailing tiat now is 
called a robin’s egg blue, but has almosta 
greenish bue at first glance. The carpets, 
walls, ceilings, curtains, furniture § are 
all decorated in this shade. 
parlor is the oval shaped room 
between the green and red rooms. 
It has always been the favorite room for small 
receptions and presentations. The statement 
that the president and hiswife will descend 
the western staircase to be married, is correct. 


as there is no other way for them 
to come down from the upper 
private part of the house. The _ state- 


ment that the bridal party will enter the blue 
parlor from the main corridor is also correct, 
as it is unlikely that they will pass through 
any of the other rooms to reach it. The whole 
-eeremony will be conducted quietly and in 
good taste and without the slightest ostents- 
tious display. The bridal couple will simply 
euter the parlor tothe strains of a wedding 
march by the Marine-band and will be made 
man/and wife before avery few relations and 
invited guests. Mrs. Hoyt, Miss 
Cleveland, Mrs. Folsom and Miss Nelson will 
probably remain at the white house but a 
short time after the wedding, but the exact 
date of their departure, when they will leave 
the white house under the sole charge of i‘s 
new mistress, has not been considered a ques- 
tion of such importance as to demand imme- 
diate attention. 

Colonel Wilson, the superintendent of pub- 
lic buildings and grounds, has given his per- 
sonal attention to putting the white house in a 
suitable condition for the wedding. The 
floral decorations on’ the occasion will, of 
course, be very elegant, although the presi- 
dent is not desirous of having any unusual 
display of any kind. The white house con- 
fervatories and gardens, aswell as the public 
are just now full of the most beauti- 
ts with which the entire 
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lower portion of the house will be decorated. 
Potted and tropical plants, as well as twyininz 
of smilax, will add to the decorations as usual 
on social occasions. The president’s newly 
acquired country residence has been the object 
of a great deal of interest lately. The Ten- 
nalleytown road and the Woodiey lane have 
b«en the most popular drives. Visitors to the 
cld house committed so many acts of vandal- 
ism that it became necessary to station a pol- 
iceman atthe gate. The president has no in- 
tention of occupying his country residence as 
a home, at least this summer. He did not 
pass any portion of the last heated term at the 
soldiers’ home, as some of his predecessors did, 
believing that he would be in a 
certain senre an intrader at 
the home of the old soldiers. He desired, 
however, to have a place in the country to 
which hecould repair for a little quiet ocea- 
sionally, and, therefore, purchased a portion 
of the Green estate. He~intends using his 
ceuntry residence as Secretary Whitney does 
his. He will have a destination when he goes 
out driving where he can rest in the afternoon 
or evening, and can spend the night if he so 
desires. He intends making some necessary 
improvements, but nothing will be done on a 
very extensive scale. The expense will prob- 
ably nct exceed fifteen hundred or two thou- 
savd dollars. A third story will be added to 
the building, and a large porch will 
be erected in front. The interior 
will beeomfortably, though not very expon- 
sively, furnished. The following is said to be 
the form of invitation sort by the president to 
the members of his cabinet:

All of his as- 
sistants were cmployed during the day in 
preparing the wooden stems on which the 
thousands of cut flowers will be placed in 
forming the deccrations.. The mass of color 
with the back gro of green leaves which 
will adorn the blue room, as described iu 
these dispatches today, will set off the beau- - 
tifal costumes which will be worn bythe 
ladies of the cabinet and others attending the 
wedding to great advantage.

OBSERVANCE OF DECORATION DAY 
THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY. 


New York Has the Grandest Military Pageant 
Ever Seen in the United States—President 
Cleveland Reviewing the Prodession— 
Scenes in Washington, Btc., Ete. 


WASHINGTON, May 391.—The day epened 
-with an overcast sky and teward noon a steady 
rain began to fall. Business was suspended to 
a great extent. Arlington, the congressional 
cemetery, and the Soldiers’ Home, were the 
points where formal services were held. Un- 
dismayed by the prospecis of bad weather, the 
veterans turned o1t in ful! force and proceeded 
with many bands, flying colors and an abund- 
ance of flowers to the cemeteries. Several 
batteries of United States artillery led 
the Arlington procession, and _ they 
were followed by the _ district militia 
and local posts of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, the colored posts. with their large 
membership forming a noticeable feature of 
the parade. Arriving at Arlington about noon, 
the Marine band rendered appropriate selec- 
tions, and a poem was read by Hon. James 
M. Stewart, who was followed by Representa- 
tive Long in an eloquent oration. 
AT THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 

At the soldiers’ home a poem was read by 
Professor D. J. Evans, and an address deliv- 
ered by Thomas Mci\ee, of Kit Carson post, 
Grand Army of the Republic. 

Similar services were observed at the con- 
gressional cemetery, and details from the local 
posts of the Grand Army of the Republic dec- 
orated the soldiers’ graves iu their cemeteries. 
A large delegation from the veterans’ corps 
aiso proceeded to Alexandria, Va., where they 
were met by the Alexandria Light Infantry 
and escorted to the national cemetery at that 
place, where flowers were strewn upon the gol- 
diers’ graves. A large wreath of roses and 
other flowers were scnut from the white house 
today to Mount Vernon, to decorate the tomb 
of Washington. 


The Day’s Proceedings in Brooklyn and Now |

NEW YorK, May 31.—Decoration day cere- 
monies which were bezun yesterday in Brook- 
lyn, were continued today upon a scale which 
exceeded that of anyever held before.

wheie it wasdismissed. The grand army 
posts then wended their way to the various 
cemeterics, where appropriate ceremonies were 
heid and tbe gravesof soldiers were decorated. 
Aji storeson the principal streets were closed, 
es were alsocourts aud publicoflices. The 
large reviewing Stand at Clinton and Lafay- 
ette avcnues, crowded with people, broke 
down and four persons were bruised, but no 
one was killed, 

Ip this city the sky had a threatening ap- 
pearance, and this morning there was a sharp 
vainfall. The day wasdarkand gloomy. All 
business was suspended, the banks, exchanges 
ard courts being closed. The procession was

REST DISCIPLINED PUBLIC PAGEANTS 
ever seen in this city. Two brigadcs of Na‘ion- 
al Guard, which acted as escort to the grand 
army column, were warmly applauded for 
their fne appearance and excellent marching. 
Owing to the resignation of General Shaler, 
Brigadier-General Ward, of the first brigade, 
acted as major-general of the division, and

Mayor Grace and 
President Mooney, of the ened oF afdermena, 
had already arrived and assisted Police Com- 
missioner Voorhees in showing Mr. Cleveland 
to the place of honor reserved for him. From 
the next carriage came General Sheridan, Col- 
onel W. H. Sheridan and Colonel Blount; then 
General Schofield and General Whipple, Ad- 
miral Jouctt and his staff. 

At the left of the presidext stood Mayor 
Grace, then Little Phil and nextto him Gen- 
eral Mooney, The first reciment of military 
escort to pass was the 1lthand as the colors 
were lowered in salute, the president doifed 
his bat, Gilmore’s band came next, its one 
hundred pieces playing 

MENDELSSOHN’S WEDDING MARCH. 

The vociferous cheers of the multitude add- 
ed to the compliment. Gilmore himself play- 
ed the first cornet. The cheers continued un- 
til the strains of the band became lost. 

During ahalt in the parade, the president 
was asked if he thought he was equal to the 
fatigue of being present at the ceremon‘es at 
— Graft’s toomb.. Mr. Cleveland re- 
plied: 

_“Iam here todo what the people of New 
York want me to do, and Ishall not grumble 
at avy arrangements you make; but remember 
I have a long night before me. 

It was finally arranged between Police 
Commissioner Voorhees and General MacMa- 
hon that the fatigue would be too much, as the 
president had done early morning 
duty in Brooklyn and would have'to be pres- 
ent in the evening at the academy of music. 
So 16 was agreed that at the conclusion of the 
review the president should be driven to Sec- 
retary Whitney’s house under the escort of 
the Old Guard and thus enable him to secure 
rest and recuperate for the evening event. 
This programme was carried out. 

The Washington, Lincoln end Lafayette 
monuments on Union square were elaborately 
decorated with flowers. At Washington 
square the procession disbanded and the differ- 
ent pests marched to the various cemeteries 
and decorated the graves of the soldier dead. 

Two o’clock was the time fixed for the cele- 

bration at General Grant’s tomb. It was 
nearly two hours later when Roscoe Conkling 
rove from his seat on the speaker’s platform, 
where he had been chatting pleasantly with 
Mrs. Logan, to greet her husband, the orator 
cfthe day. Long before that, one thing had 
become evident, that the nation had found at 
this grave under the hill with silent pines its 
Mecca on decoration day for alltime. Floral 
triLutes from every state, from Mexico, New 
Brunswick and Bermuda, were not the 
only evidence of _ this. With the 
morning the human tide bad begun to set to- 
wards Riverside park and it never ebbed till 
the evening shades had almost shut the scene 
from the sight ofthe smarming = multitades, 
Straegglers hung about the outskirts of the 
park long after the armed sentinels, that pace 
up and down before the closed iron door of the 
tcmb, had commenced their night vigil. 
At this time the tomb was enclosed 
with sheets of canvas so as to shut out from 
view the tomb aud its decorations. The west 
end of the grand stand had been reserved for 
members of the Grant family and their 
friends. The familiar face of Colonel Fred 
Grant, his wife and two little children, Julia 
and U.S. Grant, Jr.; Jesse Grant and wife 
with their little daughter, Nellie; U.S. Grant 
and wife and child and Mrs. Judge Dent. 
All of the Grant family were dressed in 
deep black, Seated with them were Mrs. H. 
H. Honore, W. ©. Andrews and wifs, Mrs. 
General Logan, General Rufus Ingalls, Dr. and 
Miss Logan, of Illinois; Mrs. Governor Alger, 
of Michigan; U.S. Grant, son of Orville Grant; 
General James B. Frisbie, of California, and 
Dr. Shyady. 

It was 3 o'clock when the masts of the 
‘Tennessee, Yantic, Brooklyn and Swatara 
came into. view. Half an hour later 
minute guns annonced the approach of the 
marching column. The veterans were soou 
scated azovund the frout of the platform, with 
the Amphicn singing society in the front seats, 
Rattle flags were grouped about the tomb. 
Four stalwart men in gray uniforms were 
Captain Arthur A. Spetzer, George C. Montcas- 


tle, Capiain T. J. Bowles and Colonel 
John Murphy, of the Robert 
E. Lee camp, of Richmond, Va. With them 


was State Senator Leonstein of Virginia. Gen- 
eral Rodney C. Ward, with a hundred mem- 
bers of the Loyal legion sat at the right end 
of the platform. It was four o’clock when 
Majcr Corwin, chairmon of the conimittee, 
opened the exercises by directing the Arbuckle 
band to play Chopin’s Funeral March. Com- 
manuder J. P, Howatt, of the U. S. 
Grant post, read from the ritual of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. The Amphion 
eeciety of male voices then sanz, ‘‘Nearer My 
Ged to Thee.” Rev.Dr.R.S Starrs then offered 
prayer. The ritual of Grand Army of the 
Republic was then read with responses by the 
Amphion gociety, C: aplain R. B. Guillion lead- 
ing by reading ‘‘What Manis he That Liveth,” 
etc. The Amphions then sang, “Ye Heroes 
W bo Mortal Live,’ when General Logan was 
introduced by Major Corwin. 

General Logan, who was frequently ‘ap- 
plavded, occupied one hour in his oration. All 
of the time minute guns were ‘fire’ from the 
war ships anchored under the blaff, and at the 
conclusion of the services a battalion of 
inatines fired a volley Over the tomb and theu 
ihe war ships fired a salute. Bishop Harris 
then pronounced the benediction and the en- 
tire assemblage sang “America.” 

The numerous floral offerings were taste- 
fully arranged about and upon the tom».

Loxpon, May 31.—The Pall Mall Gasette

Bright, in which the writer vehemently con- 
demned the bill, pledged himself to vote 
against it and nrged others to do likewise. 

In the house of commons this evening, Mr. 
Gladstone replying toa question by Mr. Hen- 
ege, said that the government did not intend 
to proceed with the land purchase bili imme- 
diately after the second reading ofthe home 
rule bill, 

Debate on the home rule bill was resa med 
by—Henry Fowler, who spoke in favor of the 
measure, 

Lerd John A, Mmanners (conservative), »- 
posed the bill. 

A corrected analysis shows that 54 members 
attended the Chamberlain meeting today, and 
that on division 46 decided to vote against the 
bill, 5 refused to pledge themselves, and 3 de- 
clared that they would support thie bill. 

The news of the result of the Chamberlain 
meeting caused intense excitement ia the 
lobby of the house of commons. The minis- 
terialist admitted that defeat was inevitable 
and there was a general rush of members to 
the telegraph offices to send orders to their 
election agents to prepare for an immediate 
dissolution of parliament. 

Conservative whips estimate the conserva- 
tive vote st 252, the vote of the Hartingter 
and Chamberlain section at 96, the liberal ab- 
stention at 25, and the voteof the Gladstoni- 
uns and Parnellites at 297. 

This makes a majority against the hill of 
57, Mr. Chamberlain, in course of his speech 
at a meeting of his fullowers today, assured 
waverers that the result of a general elec- 
tion would be the defeat of the Gladstone 
candidates.

And yet he went in‘o 
the very front ranks of that body without 
delay or hindrance. He was recognized as 
one of the leaders of the senate—wise, incor- 
ruptible and eloquent. In practical states- 
manship, no man surpassed him. What 
better record is needed than the work he did 
in removing the troops from Carolina and 
Louisiana? That was statesmanship that 
freed those states from bayonet rule, and 
won their deep gratitude as publicly ex- 
pressed. 

What severer test of intellectual ability 
could be made than this? The United States 
senate is the strongest intellectual legisla- 
tive body in the world. No pretender can 
maintain himselfthere. No sham intellec- 
tuality will pass muster there. In this body 
General Gordon was the peer of any man. 
His first six years of service were so brilliant 
and usefal that he was unanimously re- 
elected. 

Against this superb record in the senate, 
what has Major Bacon to offer? Where has 
he ever shown any statesmanship? What 
useful measure is his name associated with? 
When Governor McDaniel referred to his 
legislative record he cculd point to thé rail- 
road commission law, the bond act and a 
dozen other great measures with which 
his name was indissolubly §con- 
nected. Point out one measure that 
Major Bacon conceived er passed? Be- 
yond passing the East Tennessee road 
charter, of which he is now attorney, and of 
killing the bill which permitted that corpora- 
tion to be sued in the state courts, what 
measure of the wise statesmanship with 
which Georgia has been governed for teu 
years is connected with Major Bacon’s name? 

The truth is General Gordon was as bril- 
liant in political service, as in the valleys 
of Virginia. Major Bacon was neither use- 
ful or distinguished in one or the other.

Ulster Ready ‘for War. 

‘The province of Ulster threatens. to give 
ihe British government noend of trouble. * 

It has been rumored for sometime that 
the Orangemen or Protestants in Ulster 
would resist home rule, and the indications 
are that they will not wait for the passage 
of the bill, but will arm themselves in ad- 
vance. 

Our London advices report a general un- 
easiness on the subject in England. The al- 
leged organization of an Orange army is not 
a matter to betreated lightly, and the Pall 
Mall Gazette’s suggestion as to the unre- 
liability of British soldiers in any conflict 
with the Orangemen is full of significance. 
It isa matter of history that in the past the 
Orangemen recruited their societies from the 
rank and file of the army. What they have 
done they may do again. They may al- 
ready have a stropg army element under 
their control. 

This Ulster trouble will test England’s 
fairness as well as her power. She has al- 
ways been prompt in butchering, imprison- 
ing and beggering Irish Catholics when they 
defied the government with armsin their 
hands. Will she be equally prompt in pun- 
ishing Irish Protestants when they array 
themselves in open rebellion against the 
government? The Ulsterites have always 
boasted of their loyalty to the crown, but it 
was when the crown sided with them against 
the Catholics. Now, that it is proposed to 
give Catholic Ireland something like local 
self government the sincerity of Ulster will 
be put to acrucial test. It they attempt by 
violence to defeat home rule, they should be 
dealt with as public enemies. The greatest 
mercy that could be shown them would be 
tosuppress them before they get under fall 
headwey. 


Maxwell's Big Mistake. 

When the defense of Maxwell, the St. 
Louis trunk murderer, is summed up it 
amounts simply-tothis: He killed his friend 
accidentally, and then got drunk, and in his 
boozy condition conducted himself like an 
ordinary criminal. 

If Maxwell drunk managed to make his 
way to the antipodes, it is fair to presume 
that Maxwell sober would have escaped en- 
tirely. He is intelligent, used to traveling, 
and he had money and a good start. What 
prevented him from eluding justice? Liquor, 
nothing else. 

Few great criminals would have been so 
foolish as to follow Maxwell’s example if 
they had stood in hisshoes. If Maxwell 
ever needed a sober head on his shoulders it 
was when the dead body of his friend lay 
before him. But instead of keeping his wits 
about him this monumental fool could think 
of nothing better than to fill himself up with 
liquor. Like any other drunken man he 
then attracted attention wherever he went. 
His eilly gabble aroused suspicion every 
where. When he bought his traveling outfit; 
when he had his hair cut; when he introduced 
himself to the people on the train; when he 
stopped in San Francisco, and when he 
made acquaintances on the steamer, he left 
a broad trail everywhere, making it an easy 
matter to trail him. 

If this remarkable case shows that a crimi- 
nal cannot safely tamper with liquor, it at 
the same time points a very obvious moral 
for men who are notcriminals. It is just 
this: In the emergencies of life demanding 
a clear head, quick decision and complete 
self-possession, the man who fools with 
liquor will get left if he relies upon himself 
alone. Maxwell’s career would make a 
pretty strong temperance story.

This is one reason 
why our industries do not make a better 
showing for the past quarter, and why their 
outlook is a prediction unsupported by 
figures. 

If we are really emerging from our long 
spell of depression, we need not expect scri- 
ous labor troubles for sometime to come. 
This is the last country on earth for labor 
agitation. When our workers think of the 
Italian laborer toiling for seven cents a day; 
the German farmer unable to raise his food 
supply; the English skilled artisan earning 
only twenty shillings a week—when they 
think of these things, and consider the high 
land rents, heavy taxes, military conscrip- 
tion, and other drawbacks in the old coun- 
tries, they will see ata glance that their 
lives are cast in pleasant places. We have 
hard times occasionally, but good times pre- 
dominate; we have depressions, but gener- 
ally we are on the up grade. Altogether, we 
have little ground for complaint. 


The Champion Fool. 

The rumor that all the fools are dead is 
net true. The greater part of them have 
moved to St. Louis, where they have organ- 
ized for aggressive work. Their president 
has been interviewed by the Republican, 
with some remarkable results. Heinformed 
the reporter that he had a very good scheme 
on hand. His plan is to buy a lot of cotton 
options on the next crop at the present prices, 
and then ‘‘pick out a few smart men among 
the Knights of Labor and send _them 
through the cotton states to organize the 
negroes.’’ The champion fool of St. Louis 
says it would’nt take more than a month to 
do this under good management. When 
the negroes are organized the scheme is ripe. 
The plan is to wait until a critical time in 
the growth of the cotton crop, and then order 
a strike, get all the negroes to quit work for 
two weeks or a month. The result would 
be, according to the calculations of the 
champion fool, that cotton would advance 
from nine cents a pound to twelve or fifteen 
cents, 

The champion fool thinks it would be 
very easy to get the negroes to strike, 
because they ‘‘are the poorest paid laborers 
in the world; they are anxious to quit cotton 
planting anyhow, and they are trying to get 
a chance to emigrate.’’ 

This shows what the champion fool ina 
one-horse western state is thinking about, 
The only harm we wish him is that he may 
make a serious effort to inaugurate his 
scheme. Even a fool may learn something 
by experience. 


THE patent office hassome queer customs, 
Just now thereisarush of applications for 
patents on electrical devices. Inventors want 
patents on electrical bair brushes, liver pads, 
insoles for shoes, etc. Not long ago an appli- 
cation was made for a patent ona device which 
consisted simply ofa wire, which was to be 
run acrossthe ceiling over the bed where the 
patient was lying. One end of the wire ran 
into the ground, and the inventor claimed 
that in this way the electric currents were 
conveyed from the patient’s body and safely 
carried away into the ground. Accompany- 
ing the application were affidavits from per- 
sons who claimed to have been cured by this 
device. In spite, however, of this volume of 
testimony the patent was not granted. 
Recently an application was received for an 
electrical device for preventing diseases such 
as paralysis, heart troubles, etc. It was 
claimed that by this device the surplus-of 
electricity that was supposed to be in the hn- 
man body was drawn off. The application 
was rejected onthe ground that it had no 
useful function, and that as far as the exami- 
ner was aware, the human body was not nor- 
mally overcharged with electricity, but if it 
should be that it would be drawn off by the 
body coming in contact with various substan- 
ces in the ordinary course of daily avocation. 
A man once discovered that by marking with 
a piece of chalk around the legs of a table, ants 
could not climb upon the table, but would slip 
back when they reached the chaik line. He 
applied for a patent but was refused.

Bome of the Divorce Suite Disposed of in Falton 
Superior Court Yesterday—Tales of Cruel 
Treatment by Husbands and Wives— 
Other Interesting News Notes. 


Yesterday was diverce day in the superior 


court. 

Seven suits were disposed of, total divorce 
being granted in each case. 

Judge Marshal J. Clarke had stricken from 
the dock et about twenty-five suits for want of 
preseeution. There still remains a good num- 
ber for his aud the jury’s consideration. 

From the pumber of snits it: looks Ike that 
Atlanta is really the Chicago of the south. 

Ida M. Davis was granted a total divorce 
from her husband, Robert T. Davis. They 
were married in Clinton, South Carolina, in 
1876. She alleges that he was very unkind 
to her, and was an habitual drunkard. He 
frequently 

BEAT HER WITH STICKS, 
and in every way imaginable made life for 
heras miserable as possible. In 1879 she 
quit him, finding that it was dangerous to 
longer live with him. The evidence sus- 
tained the charges and a total divorce was 
granted. 

The only colored person asking for a divorce 
was Emma K.Wylie vs. her husband, Jefferson 
Wylie. She charged him with habitual 
drunkenness and cruel treatment. At one 
time be attempted to carve her with a knife, 
and was aboutto put histhreat inte execu- 
tion, but wus prevented from doing so. A 
total divoree was granied, the jury being out 
only a short time. 

In January, 1561, Mary Jane Cuthbert was 
marnied tu William Ross, They lived together 
till 1870, 

WHEN HE ABANDONED HER. 

Mary Jane alleged that while they were 
living together as man and wife he was cruel 
to her, though she did all thata lovingand 
dutiful wife could or should do. He did not 
appreciate her kind treatment, but grew 
worse day by day. A total divorce was given 
the lady, and her maiden name, Mary Jane 
Cuthbert, restored. 

Charles LeFils wanted a total divorce from 
his wife, Mary E. LeFils. He got it. The 
couple were married on the 2d of December, 
1862, at Fort Valley. Five children were born 
unto them, the eldest now being near twenty 
yeais ofage. In1883 his wife deserted him 
and went to Knoxville, Tenn., where she, so 
it was alleged. liyed with one J.C. Ogletree. A 
total divorce;was granted. 

A CRUEL ACCUSATION. 

N. J. Huffaker sued his wife, Emma R. Huf- 
faker, for a total divorce, upon the grounds of 
desertion. Mrs. Huffaker said she did not 
decert him, that heknewslie was going off 
when she did. and accompanied her to the de- 
pot. She left because she thought it best for 
the protection of herJlife and child. They 
were married the 23d day of March, 1872, at 
Marietta, Ga. He became angry with her be- 


‘cause she would not consent for his brother to 


perform the ceremony. After 
marriage they went to his home in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, and tbe cruel treatment by he and 
his family began at once. She was forced to 
do the household work and drudgery for the 
entire family, and he refused to get assitance. 
When she was sick and wanted a nurse so the 
proper attention could be given the child, he 
told her todoit herself. When they were 
married she had plenty of clothes and a happy 
bome. When she left him she had only two 
calico @resses. Her story was a distressing 
one. Thejury granted her a total divorce, 
and required Huffaker to pay her seven dol- 
lars per month for the support of the child,
